Limits  on  Amounts  Applicable  to  States; 

Fiscal  Year  1978 

Section  1615(b)  of  the  Social  Security 
Act  established  a  program  by  which 
blind  or  disabled  children  receiving 
benefits  under  the  Supplemental  Secu¬ 
rity  Income  Program  are  to  be  referred 
to  the  Crippled  Children’s  agency  (or 
other  agency)  for  certain  health  and 
rehabilitative  services. 

Section  1615(b)  authorizes  $30  million 
for  implementation  of  the  program.  Un¬ 


der  the  statute,  payments  to  a  State  or 
the  District  of  Colximbia  may  not  exceed 
an  amount  which  bears  the  same  ratio 
to  $30  million  as  the  under-age-7  popu¬ 
lation  of  such  States  or  the  District  of 
Columbia  bears  to  the  total  under-age- 
7  population  of  the  50  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  The  Secretary  is 
directed  to  publish  the  limitation  ap¬ 
plicable  to  each  State  for  each  fiscal 
year,  based  on  the  most  recent  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Commerce  data.  The  limits  of 
the  amounts  available  to  each  State  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  for  fiscal  year 
1978  appear  at  Appendix  A  to  this  notice.
